The  inspiration 
you  will  gain  will  help  you  to  fight  the  temp- 
tations which  come  to  you  during  the  day. 


BIBLE  CLASSES 

Bible  classes  were  held  last  session  every 
Thursday  night,  the  first  term  students  them- 
selves led  discussions  on  various  Bible  lessons, 
the  second  term  Rev.  J.  W.  Hickman  gave  a 
course  of  seven  lessons  on  "Principles  of 
Religion,"  and  Mr.  Murray  of  the  medical  Col- 
lege conducted  a  course  in  sexual  hygiene. 
Three  courses  were  offered  in  the  last  term. 
The  Negro  Question,  Christianity  versus  War, 
And  a  brief  survey  of  Home  Missions. 


RELIGIOUS  MEETINGS 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  holds  a  religious  service  on 
Sunday  night.  At  these  meetings  the  students 
are  addressed  by  some  of  the  leading  ministers 
of  Charleston  and  the  state.  Returned  Mission- 
aries, traveling  secretaries  of  the  Student  Volun- 
teer Movement,  and  secretaries  of  the  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  have  also  addressed  these  meetings  this  year. 
This  is  the  only  religious  exercise  which  the 
corps  has  the  privilege  of  attending  on  Sun- 
day night.  A  cordial  invitation  is  extended  to 
every  cadet  to   attend  these  meetings. 
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STUDENT  VOLUNTEER  BAND 


The  Student  Volunteer  Band  of  The  Citadel 
is  two  years  of  age.  The  Citadel  sent  four  dele- 
gates to  the  International  Student  Volunteer 
Conference  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  during  the 
Christmas  Holidays  of  1919.  As  a  result  of  this 
conference,  a  band  was  organized  in  1920  with 
two  members :  V.  A.  Crawford,  our  Student 
Secretary,  and  P.  J.  McLean,  Jr.,  who  is  a  stu- 
dent at  Crozer  Seminary,  Chester,  Penn.  Early 
in  1921  R.  M.  Lyon  '23  became  a  volunteer. 
While  at  the  Blue  Ridge  Conference  in  the 
summer  of  1921,  H.  N.  Heckle  '22  signed  the 
Student  Volunteer  Declaration  Card,  "It  is  my 
purpose,  if  God  permit,  to  become  a  foreign 
missionary." 


During  the  present  school  there  have  been  two 
additions  to  the  band,  W.  B.  Jones  '22,  one  of 
our  pre -medical  students,  has  decided  to  go  to 
foreign  lands  as  a  medical  missionary.  After 
the  Columbia  Conference,  another  one  of  our 
Seniors,  H.  W.  Crouch,  decided  to  become  a  for- 
eign missionary.  The  Student  Volunteer  Band 
has  been  doing  some  deputation  work  in  the 
colleges  and  churches  of  the  city  during  the 
pats  year.  The  needs  of  the  foreign  field  have 
been  ably  placed  before  the  students  by  the 
men  who  attended  the  conference.  Our  leader, 
Mr.  Heckle,  has  been  sending  a  news  letter  each 
month  to  the  bands  of  the  colleges  of  the  state. 
This  letter  keeps  the  different  bands  of  the  state 
informed  as  to  what  the  other  bands  are  doing. 
It  is,  largely,  as  a  result  of  the  different  confer- 
ences that  Citadel  students  have  attended,  that 
the  religious  life  at  The  Citadel  has  changed  so 
materially    .

Lyon,  Byrd,  Kitchings, 
and  Bryson  represented  the  association  at  this 
conference.

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Honor    System   of    the    Corps    of    Cadets 
of  The  Citadel 

PREAMABLE 

We.  the  members  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets  of 
The  Citadel,  earnestly  desiring  to  develop  the 
honor  spirit  of  the  Corps  into  a  system  that 
will  fortify  ihe  strong  members  of  the  Corps, 
strengthen  the  weak  ones  and  eliminate  any 
who  may  be  so  depraved  as  to  hold  in  disre- 
gard the  principles  of  truth  and  honor  which 
are  the  chief  glory  of  any  institution,  and  which 
we  are  determined  to  inculate  and  defend  as 
the  most  treasured  possession  of  the  student  body 
of  The  Citadel,  do  ordain  and  establish  this 
honor  system  for  the  Corps  of  Cadets  of  The 
Citadel. 

PRINCIPLES 

1.  The  honor  spirit  of  the  Corps  of  Cadets 
of  The  Citadel  demands  of  every  cadet  that 
he  shall  be  an  honorable  gentleman,  and  that 
he  will  never,  while  a  member  of  the  Corps, 
be  guilty  of  an  act  reflecting  discredit  upon  his 
honor  and  integrity,  or  in  any  way  countenance 
such  an  act  by  a  fellow  cadet  or  allow  it  to  go 
unpunished. 

2.  The  honor  spirit  of  the  Corps  further 
holds  that  it  is  the  duty  of  an  honorable  gen- 
tleman to  avoid,  as  far  as  possible,  even  the 
appearance  of  evil,  and  demands  that  every 
member  of  the  Corps  shall  exercise  the  great- 
est care  never  to  place  himself  in  a  position 
in  which  he  might  be  suspected  of  dishonor- 
able  conduct. 

RULES 
I.  Corps  Honor  Committee. 
1.  There  shall  be  a  Corps  honor  commit- 
tee of  nine  members,  constituted  as  follows : 
Three  memberc;  from  the  1st  class,  and  two 
members  from  each  af  the  other  classes.  For 
each  member  of  the  committee  there  shall  be 
a  substitute,  and  the  substitute  for  a  mem- 
ber   shall    belong    to    the    same     class    as    the 
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member,  and  shall  take  the  member's  place 
at  the  meetings  which  he  cannot  attend,  and 
in  the  event  of  the  removal  of  a  member 
from  this  committee,  shall  succeed  to  his  place 
on  the   committee. 

2.  The  members  of  the  committee  and  their 
substitut"-^,  to  serve  during  the  ensuing  year 
(excep:  v  les  from  the  4th  class)  shall  be  elec- 
ted by  tne  1st  class  on  the  morning  of  its 
graduation,  and  the  names  of  those  so  selected 
shall  be  announced  at  the  graduating  exercises. 

3.  The  members  and  substitutes  shall,  acting 
jointly,  choose  the  members  from  the  4th  class 
(as  soon  as  practicable)  after  the  opening  of  the 
new  session. 

4.  In  case  the  position  of  a  substitute  be- 
comes vacant  by  the  substitute's  succeeding 
to  the  position  of  member,  or  otherwise,  the 
members  and  remaining  substitutes  shall,  act- 
ing jointly,  choose  another  substitute  from 
the  class  in  which  the  vacancy  exists. 

5.  Immediately  after  any  election  each  newly 
elected  member  and  substitute  shall  be  installed 
in  office  by  taking  the  following  obligation  in 
the  presence  of  old  members  and  substitutes: 
"I,  John  Doe,  of  my  own  free  will  and  accord 
do  hereby,  in  the  presene  of  God  and  this  honor- 
able body,  sincerely  promise  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  the  office  into  which  I  am  now  in- 
ducted to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  ability, 
and  I  solemly  engage  to  be  faithful  to  the  trust 
reposed  in  me  so  far  as  it  lies  in  my  power 
to  do   so." 

6.  Members  and  substitutes  shall  hold  of- 
fice until  their  successors  have  been  duly  chosen 
and.  installed. 

7.  The  committee  shall  elect  from  its  mem- 
bers a  chairman  and  a  secretary,  who  shall 
hold  office  until  their  successors  have  been 
duly   chosen. 

II.    Duties    of    Corps    Honor    Committee. 

1.  The  Corps  Honor  Committee  shall  make 
a  thorough  investigation  of  all  elleged  viola- 
tions of  the  honor  code  of  the  corps.  Convic- 
tions by  the  committee  shalPi  be  two-thirds 
vote;    other    findings    or    decisions    shall    be    by 
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majority   vote. 

2.  The  committee  shall  interpret  the  honor 
code  and  rules  whenever  called  upon  to  do 
so  and  shan  see  that  the  Superintendent  is 
duly  informed  of  all  interpretations,  and  that 
they  are  properly   published  to  cadets. 

3.  The  committee  shall  keep  a  complete 
record,  in  classsified  form,  of  all  its  proceedings. 

4.  If  at  any  time  the  committee  feels  the  need 
of  counsel  that  only  men  of  mature  years  can 
give,  it  shall  call  into  conference  some  mem- 
ber or  members   of  the  faculty. 

5.  The  members  of  the  committee  and  the 
substitutes  shall  hold  a  REGULAR  MEETING 
at  9  a.  m.  on  the  first  Sunday  of  each  month 
during  the  academic  year,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  practicable,  at  which  meeting  the  honor 
spirit  of  the  corps  shall  be  considered,  and, 
if  possible,  ways  and  means  of  making  it  finer 
and  purer  devised. 

III.   Duties  of  Members  of  the  Corps. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  cadet  who 
knows  of  any  violation  of  the  honor  code  of 
the  corps  to  report  the  same  to  the  corps 
honor  committee,  and  to  give  full  and  free 
testimony  before  the  committee  when  the  case 
is  under   investigation. 

2.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  every  cadet 
who  can  give  material  testimony  as  io  any 
case  under  investigation  to  report  this  fact 
to  the  committee,  and  ,  when  called,  to  ap- 
pear before  it  and  give  full  and  free  testi- 
mony. 

IV..    Rights    of    Cadets   Charged    with    Violating 
Honor  Code. 

1.  A  cadet  whose  integrity  is  under  in- 
vestigation by  the  honor  committee  shall  bo 
entitled   to    couLsel   froiii    the   corps    or    faculty. 

2.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  investigation, 
the  accused  shall  be  notified  of  the  finding 
of  the  committee ;  and  if  the  finding  be  "Guilty," 
the  accused  shall  be  further  notified  that  (if 
necessary)  all  the  facts  in  the  case  will  be 
reported  to  the  Superintendent  at  office  hours 
the    following    day. 
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3.  A  cadet  found  guilty  of  violating  the 
honor  code  by  the  honor  committee,  shall  have 
the  right  to  appeal  from  its  decision  to  the 
Superintendent,  who  will  take  such  action  as 
his  judgment  may  dictate. 

V.     Place  of  Meeting  for   Honor  Committee. 

1.  The  honor  committee  shall  be  provided  with 
a  private  office,  furnished  to  meet  its  needs,  in 
which  all  of  its  meetings  shall  be  held.  Over  the 
door  of  this  office  the  following  shall  be  inscrib- 
ed in  gold  letters:  "Office  of  the  Corps  Honor 
Committee." 

VI.    General  Meeting  of  Corps  at  Opening 
of  Session. 

1.  At  the  opening  of  the  new  session,  and 
before  new  cadets  have  matriculated,  a  gen- 
eral meeting  of  the  corps  shall  be  explained 
to  the  members  of  the  corps,  more  especially 
to  the  new  ones,  by  the  members  of  the  Honor 
Committee  and  such  others  as  may  be  present 
for  the  purpose. 

APPENDIX 

1.  Kesolved,  That  the  Academic  Officers  be- 
requested  to  approve  this  system  and  to  co- 
operate with  cadets  now  at  The  Citadel  and 
those  who  will  enter  in  the  years  to  come 
in  establishing  and  forcing  it. 

1.  Resolved!,  That  the  Academic  Officers 
be  requested  to  report  to  the  Honor  Committee 
any  violation  of  the  honor  code  that  may  come 
to  their  attention  and  to  appear  before  the 
committee  and  give  testimony  when  the  case 
is  under  investigation,  and  also  to  notify  the 
committee  as  to  any  material  testimony  that 
they  could  give  in  a  case  otherwise  reported 
to  the  Committee,  and  to  appear  before  it  when 
called. 

3.  Resolved,  That  it  is  a  sense  of  the  corps 
of  cadets  that  a  member  of  the  faculty  should 
be  present  during  all  examinations  and  class 
room  tests  that  count  toward  a  cadet's  gradua- 
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tion,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  proper  dignity 
to  the  exercises  and  maintaining  law  and  order, 
and  resolved  further,  that  such  a  member  of 
the  faculty,  although  not  present  for  espionage, 
be  requested  to  report  to  the  Honor  Committee 
any  violaion  of  the  honor  code  that  he  may 
observe  during  the  examination  or  test. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  faculty 
be  requested  to  take  every  possible  precaution 
to  seat  cadets  taking  examinations  and  tests 
in  such  manner  as  to  enable  them  to  avoid  the 
appearance  of  evil  without  subjecting  them- 
selves! to  inconvenience  and  physical  discomfort. 

5.  Resolved,  That-  the  authorities  of  The 
Citadel  be  requested  to  provide  an  office,  prop- 
erly furnished,  for  the  use  of  the  Honor  Com- 
mittee. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Superintendent  be  re- 
quested to  make  the  announcement  of  the  names 
of  the  members  of  the  new  Honor  Committee  a 
feature  of  the  graduating  exorcises 

HISTORY    OF   THE   HONOR    SYSTEM 

The  present  honor  system  was  adopted  by 
the  corps  of  cadets  in  1916.  Since  that  time 
an  honor  spirit  has  been  grafted  into  the 
cadets  that  is  hardly  equalled  and  certainly 
unsurpassed  in  any  other  body  of  humans. 
The  faculty  has  cooperated  with  the  students 
admirably  and  we  believe  that  our  honor  code 
and  rules   are  unexcelled  anywhere. 

Before  the  present  system  was  adopted  the 
lionor  system  applied  to  students  of  the  upper 
classes  only.  The  recruit  was  not  placed  on 
his  honor  at  all.  Since  recruits  have  been  put 
on  honor  there  is  practically  no  cheating  or 
dishonorable  conduct  in  the  corps  of  cadets. 

We  are  justly  proud  of  the  honor  spirit  of 
the  cadets  and  we  hope  that  the  new  men 
will  already  have  grasped  the  fundamentals 
of  the  honor  system  when  they  arrive  at  The 
Citadel. 
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For  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Corps 
of  Cadets,  the  following  interpretations  are 
hereby  placed  on  the  following  things  by 
the   Coprs  Honor   Committee  : 

1,  ''All  right,  sir"  on  coming  on  sentinels 
post.  After  reporting  "x\ll  right,  Sir,"  on  com- 
ing on  sentinels  post,  one  cannot  break  bar- 
racks or  visit ;  one  cannot  go  to  the  latrines 
or  loiter  on  the  gallery  for  the  purpose  of  sell- 
ing articles,  raffling  them  off,  or  filling  out 
dance  cards.  This  does  not  apply  to  loitering 
Mhile  on  authorized  business,  i.  e.,  if  you  are 
going  to  the  latrine  or  other  authorized  place 
on  authorized  business,  and  someone  calls  you 
as  you  pass  his  room,  you  can  stop  and  find 
out  what  he  wants,  (this  is  merely  punishable 
by  military  authority),  or  if  you  are  in  the 
latrine  or  anywhere  else,  on  authorized  business, 
you  may  talk  to  other  boys  after  you  finish. 
One  cannot  throw  things  on  the  quadrangle 
after  reporting  "All  right,  sir."  One  cannot 
report  and  go  to  the  Y.  M,  C.  A.  Canteen 
to  get  things  during  unauthorized  hours. 

NOTE: — After  a  cadet  reports,  this  report 
holds  good  until  he  has  returned  to  his  room. 

2.  The  report,  "All  right,  sir,"  at  the  in- 
spection of  the  first  relief,  means  that  all  oc- 
cupants of  the  room  are  in,  or  officially  ab- 
sent,  and   that   no   one   is   visiting. 


3.  At  the  inspection  by  the  second  and  third 
reliefs,  this  report  means  that  no  one  is  visit- 
ing in  the  room 

4.  When  a  sentinel  reports  "All  is  well," 
on  being  relieved,  this  means  that  he  has  re- 
ported all  cadets,  who,  at  any  time  during 
his  tour  of  duty,  have  visited  across  his  post,  in- 
sofar as  he  knows ;  also  that  he  has  re- 
quired all  cadets  to  report  "All  right,  sir,"  on 
coming  on  his  post  and  has  reported  all  those 
who  failed  to  do  so;  also  that  he  has  made 
the    required    inspections    and    has    reported    all 
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cadets  visiting  at  those  times.  In  case  of  the 
first  relief,  it  also  means  that  he  has  reported 
all  unofficial  absentees.  In  case  the  lights 
are  off  in  a  room,  a  sentinel  is  required  to  turn 
them  on  and  inspect  the  room,  to  see  that 
no  one  is  visiting  there.  "All  night,  sir," 
or  any  similar  deceiving  report,  is  a  violaton 
of  the  Honor  Code.  As  sentinel  is  required  to 
inspect   all  rooms   on  his  post   consecutively. 

5.  Dance  Leave.  When  a  cadet  reports  "All 
right,  sir,"  when  returning  from  a  dance,  he 
signifies  that  he  has  compiled  with  the  follow- 
ing  rules  : 

1.  That  he  was  at  the  dance  at  11  :30  P.  M. 
This  rules  holds  good  whether  he  was  with  or 
without  a  lady 

2.  If  a  cadet  has  a  lady  at  a  dance,  he  has 
one  hoar  after  the  dance  breaks  up  to  use  as  he 
sees  fit,  or  if  he  leaves  before  the  dance  is 
over,  he  must  report  back  by  the  end  of  a  gen- 
eral leave,  or  one  hour  after  he  leaies  the  dance, 
as  the  case  may  be.  If  the  cadet  does  not 
have  a  lady  at  the  dance,  he  has  ten  minutes 
after  the  dance  is  over.  He  can  use  this  ten 
minutes  as  he   wants   to. 

6.  Taking  articles  from  Wagons,  stores,  or 
anywhere  else  while  <m  hikes,  or  in  other  places 
is  a   violation  of  the  Honor  Code. 

7.  Removing  mail  or  papers  of  any  kind, 
which  do  not  belong  to  you,  from  shelves  or 
pigeon  holes,  is  a  violation  of  the  Honor  Code. 

S.  Scratching  reports  is  a  violation  of  the 
Honor  Code.  The  following  are  consedered  as 
such  : 

1.  Orderly  not  writing  down  names,  when 
told  to   do   so   by   0.    D. 

2.  Section  marchers  not  handing  m  reports 
given    them    by    Professors. 

3.  Intercepting  a  report  at  any  time,  in  any 
way,  between  the  time  it  is  entered,  and  the 
time  punishment  is  given. 
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4.  Interfering  with  demerit  book,  or  the 
confinement  or  tour  sheet,  so  as  to  reduce 
one's   demerits   or   punishment. 

5.  Any  member  of  the  guard  not  entering 
a  report  given  to  him  by  a  subordinate. 

9.  Cheating  at  any  time,  and  in  any  form, 
is  a  violation  of  the  Honor  Code.  Gambling 
is  not  a  violation  of  the  Honor  Code,  but  cheat- 
ing wliile  gambling,  or  at  any  other  game  of 
chance,  is  a  violation  of  the  Honor  Code. 

10.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  cadets,  not  merely 
members  of  the  Honor  '  Committee,  to  report 
any  violations  of  the  Honor  Code  that  come 
withing  their  notice.  Failure  to  do  this  is 
punishable   by  dismissal. 

11.  The  Honor  Committee  holds  that  a  cadet 
cannot  go  to  the  hospital  at  any  other  than 
the  regular  hospital  call,  unless  he  is  really  in 
need  of  medical  attention,  i.  e.,  a  cadet  cannot 
go  to  the  hospital  for  the  purpose  of  beating 
out  of  class,  or  any  other  duty,  and  then  sub- 
mit an  explanation,  saying  that  he  was  in 
need   of  medical  attention. 

12.  Intentionally  making  incorrect  reports 
at  any  formation  is  a  violation  of  the  Honor 
Code. 

13.  Any  explanation  or  application  intended 
to  mislead  is  a  violation  of  the  Honor  Code. 

14.  Announcing  for  men  to  call  numbers 
which  have  not  called  them  in  order  for  the 
man  to  be  able  to  use  the  'phone,  is  a  violation 
of   the  Honor   Code.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


Previous  to  the  year,  1841,  the  State  of  South 
Carolina  had  two  depositories  for  its  arms  and 
munitions  of  war — one  known  as  the  Citadel,  in 
the  City  of  Charleston ;  the  other  known  as  the 
Arsenal,  in  the  City  of  Columbia.  These  were 
guarded  by  companies  of  enlisted  men,  and 
trained  officers,  and  were  maintained  at  an  ex- 
pense of  twenty-four  thousand  dollars  per  an- 
num. 

It  was  Govenor  Richardson,  who  made  th-? 
suggestion  that  the  garrisons  be  replaced  by 
young  men,  who,  while  serving  as  guards,  should 
receive  military  training,  and  instruction  in  the 
practical  and  mechanic  arts.  Under  the  admin- 
istration of  his  successor.  Governor  Hammond, 
an  Act  of  the  Legislature  was  passed  on  Decem- 
ber 20,  1842,  creating  Citadel  and  Arsenal  Acad- 
emies. 


The  Board  appointed  by  the  Governor  to  carry 
out  the  purpose  of  the  Act  lost  no  time  in  per- 
forming their  duty,  and  the  faculty  of  the  Cita- 
del was  elected  on  February  23  following.  By 
the  twentieth 'of  March,  both  the  Citadel  and  the 
Arsenal  were  in  operation. 

In  arranging  the  course  of  studies  for  the  Cit- 
adel, the  report  of  the  Board  of  General  Assem- 
bly, says : 

"The  Board  have  aimed  at  a  system  of  educa- 
tion at  once  scientific  and  practical,  and  which, 
if  their  original  design  is  carried  out,  will  emi- 
nently qualify  the  Cadets  there  taught  for  al- 
most any  station   and  condition   of   life. 

"During  the  course,  besides  the  usual  branches 
taught  at  the  primary  schools  in  the  State,  they 
will  be  instructed  in  the  history  of  South  Car- 
olina, modern  history,  the  French  language,  ev- 
ery department  of  mathematics,  bookkeeping, 
rhetoric,  moral  philosophy,  architectural  and  to- 
pographical drawing,  natural  philosophy,  chem- 
istry, geology,  mineralogy,  botany,  civil  and  mil- 
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itary  engineering,  tlie  constitutional  law  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  Law  of  Nations.  In  ad- 
dition to  that  course,  they  will  be  instructed  in 
the  duties  of  the  soldier,  the  School  of  the  Com- 
pany and  of  the  Battalion,  the  Science  of  War, 
the  Evolution  of  the  Line,  and  the  duties  of 
commissioned  officers." 


The  Arsenal,  at  first  co-equal  with  the  Citadel, 
was  soon  incorporated  with  it,  and  had  for  its 
special  function  the  instruction  and  training  of 
the  recruits  forming  what  was  known  as  the 
Fourth   Class. 


The  first  class,  numbering  six  men,  was  grad- 
uated in  1846.  C.  C.  Tew,  the  first  honor  man 
of  his  Class,  and  proto-graduate  of  the  institu- 
tion, afterwards  founded  the  Hillsboro  Military 
Academy,  North  Carolina,  was  Colonel  of  North 
Carolina  troops  in  the  Confederate  Army,  and 
was  killed  at  Sharpsburg,  September,  1862, 
commanding  Anderson's  brigade. 

The  value  to  the  State  of  the  military  training 
given  at  the  Citadel  is  strikingly  shown  by  the 
fact  that,  of  the  two  hundred  and  forty  grad- 
uates before  the  close  of  the  War  Between  the 
States,  about  two  hundred  were  officers  in  the 
Confederate  service,  and  forty-three  laid  down 
their  lives  upon  the  battlefield.  The  list  of  Cit- 
adel officers  in  that  great  conflict  is  an  honor 
roll  of  which  any  institution  may  well  be  proud. 

There  are  two  dates  in  the  history  of  the 
State  Military  Academies  which  mark  the  boun- 
daries of  this  greatest  military  struggle  of  the 
century.  Between  January  9,  1861,  and  May 
9.    1865,   what   a   tragic   history  was   enacted! 

On  th  first  date,  Maj.  P.  F.  Stevens,  Superin- 
tendent, and  a  graduate  of  the'  Citadel,  in  com- 
mand of  a  detachment  of  Citadel  Cadets,  man- 
ning a  battery  of  24-pounders,  on  Morris  Island, 
drove  off  the  steamer,  ''Star  of  the  West,"  which 
was  attempting  to  relieve  Fort  Sumter — thus 
firing  the  first  hostile   shot  of  the  War. 
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On  the  latter  date,  Capt.  J.  P.  Thomas,  Super- 
intendent of  the  Arsenal  and  also  a  graduate  of 
the  Citadel,  with  the  Cadets  of  his  command, 
had  a  skirmish  with  Stoneman's  raiders,  near 
Williamston,  S.  C,  thus  firing  the  last  shot  of 
the  War  delivered  by  any  organized  bdy  of 
troops   east  of  the   Mississippi  River. 

At  the  present  time,  the  Corps  of  Cadets  has 
an  annual  drill  for  the  "Star  of  the  West"  med- 
al, a  handsome  trophy  for  the  best-drilled  Cadet 
of  the  Corps,  presented  to  the  institution  many 
years  ago  by  Dr.  B.  H.  Teague,  a  veteran  of  the 
War.  This  medal  gets  its  name  from  a  piece 
of  oak  wood,  in  the  form  of  a  star,  taken  from 
the  historic  vessel. 

At  the  fall  of  Charleston,  in  February,  1865, 
the  Citadel  was  occupied  by  Federal  troops.  The 
Corps  of  Cadets  was  at  that  time  in  the  field 
in  the  upper  part  of  the  State,  and  never  re- 
turned to  the  institution  which  continued  in  the 
hands  of  the  United  States  military  authoriies, 
in  spite  of  the  best  efforts  of  the  State  to  recover 
it,  until  1881. 

In  that  year.  Governor  Hagood  said,  in  his 
annual  message  to  the   General  Assembly  : 

"The  State  Military  Academy  at  Charleston 
has  been  suspended  in  its  operation  since  the 
late  Civil  War.  This  has  been  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  building  known  as  the  Citadel,  in  which 
it  has  its  seat,  has  been  since  the  close  of  the 
war  in  the  possession  of  the  United  States  au- 
thorities, and  has  been  used  by  them  until  re- 
cently as  a  military  post. 


"It  is  understood  that  the  General  Government 
is  now  prepared  to  restore  it  to  the  custody  of 
the  State.  It  is  desirable  that  this  property  be 
recovered,  and  again  devoted  to  the  purpose  of 
higher  education,  in  the  facilities  for  which  our 
needs  are  greater  than  the   source   of  supply. 
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"A  measure  will  probably  be  submitted  to 
you  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  and  you  will 
permit  me  to  say  that,  in  my  judgment,  it  is 
now  practicable  to  reopen  the  school,  and 
it  ought  to  be  done. 


An  Act  to  authorize  the  reopening  of  the 
South  Carolina  Military  Academy  was  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly,  and  approved  January 
31,    1882. 

The  Citadel  was  reopened  on  October  1, 
1882,  with  189  Cadets,  and  has  been  in  con- 
tinuous   and    successful    operation    ever    since. 

In  1888,  the  sum  of  $77,250  was  recovered 
from  Congress  for  the  occupation  of  the  Citadel 
building  by  the  Federal  roops,  and  for  the  des- 
truction by  fire  of  the  West  Wing  while  oc- 
cupied by  them.  With  this  fund  the  Wing  was 
restored,  and  the  building  thoroughly  equipped 
in  its  departments. 

In  1908,  the  Central  Police  Station,  which 
was  erected  on  the  King  Street  end  of  the 
Citadel  property,  just  after  the  earthquake  in 
1886,  was  purchased  by  the  State,  and  fitted 
up  for  the  use  of  the  college.  In  February,  1910, 
an  appropriation  was  made  by  the  legislature  for 
the  addition  of  a  fourth  story  to  the  main  build- 
ing, for  cadet  barracks.  This  addition  was  con- 
structed during  the  summer  of  1910  and  the  ca- 
pacity of  the  institute  increased  to  three  hun- 
dred cadets. 

In  1911,  the  Legislature  made  an  appropria- 
tion of  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  .the  construc- 
tion of  the  Meeting  Street  Extension,  which 
completed  the  design  and  furnished  equipment 
for  all  anticipated  needs  of  the  institution. 

In  this  year  also,  the  Legislature  fixed  the 
the  title  of  the  institution  as  ''The  Citadel, 
The  Military  College  of  South  Carolina." 
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THE  GREATER  CITADEL 


The  Greater  Citadel,  as  the  movement  to 
provide  the  institution  v^^ith  adequate  buildings 
and  facilities,  is  in  plain  language  the  Citadel's 
great  opportunity.  Given  the  necessary  facili- 
ties, the  Citadel  can  and  will  be  greater.  The 
greatness  of  such  an  institution  is  bound  up  in 
its  cadets.  If  the  esprit  de  corps  continues  on 
the  same  high  plane,  and  the  cadets  display 
the  same  pride  in  their  college,  the  Citadel 
cannot  but  sweep  forward  into  a  higher  place. 
^yere  the  cadet  spirit  to  lose  even  a  small  de- 
gree if  its  vitality,  the  effect  upon  the  insti- 
tution would,  without  question,  be  serious.  This 
cadet  spirit  is  combined  with  the  spirit  of  the 
offcers  in  charge  of  the  institution,  and  with 
that  of  the  Alumni.  These  three  things  are 
interdependent,  and  abatement  of  any  of  them 
would  be  productive  of  harm.  As  all  Citadel 
men  who  know,  the  Alumni  spirit  has  been  splen- 
didly rekindled  in  the  past  few  years,  and 
graduates  and  former  cadets  are  ready,  more 
than  ever,  to  strive  for  the  upbuilding  of  their 
alma  mater.  They  have  seized  gladly  upon 
the  Greater  Citadel  movement  as  an  opportunity 
for  revealing  their  enthusiasm,  and  they  have 
had  part  in  the  success  of  the  plans  which 
mean  so  much  to  the  institution. 


If  the  cadet  lacks  the  stuff  of  which  a  good 
Citadel  man  is  made,  he  can  never  be  a  good 
alumnus.  He  must  become  imbued  with  the 
Citadel's  traditions  while  he  is  a  cadet,  and  he 
must  carry  these  forth  with  him.  It  may  be  that 
a  man  does  not  realize  for  several  years  that 
this  spirit  has  seized  him ;  but  is  has  not 
escaped.  If  he  absorbed  the  Citadel  spirit  while 
a  cadet,  he  will  forever  be  a  staunch  Citadel 
man ;  and  it  is  a  fact  that  other  institutions 
appraise  the  Citadel  very  high.  So  the  cadet 
who  knows  that  the  Citadel  is  a  great  mili- 
tary college  and  who  knows  that  it  is  going 
to    be    a    greater    one,    has    in    him    the    mak- 
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ing  of  an  alumnus  who  will  in  good  sea- 
son contribute  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  institu- 
tion. The  Citadel  will  always  be  just  what 
its  corps  of  cadets,  its  officers,  and  its  alumni 
make  it.  If  they  .  cooperate  where  their  lines 
of  effort  are  in  contact,  they  will  be  carrying 
forward   the   institution. 

The  Citadel's  record  is  already  made. 
Glorious  are  its  heritages.  With^  the  birth  of 
the  Greater  Citadel,  it  is  incumbent  upon  all 
concerned  to  get  together,  and  to  keep  together, 
remembering  always  that  only  through  their 
openess  of  ideal  and  of  purpose  will  our  in-* 
stitution  achieve  in  the  days  to  come  as  ill- 
ustriously as  it  has  in  the  past.  It  is  time 
for  the  making  of  entirely  n9w  records,  without 
losing  memory  of  the  old.  These  latter  are 
to  serve  as  the  inspiration.  To  South  Carolina, 
the  Citadel  has  long  established  its  right  to 
generous  support.  It  has  answered  every  call 
of  duty.  The  record  of  those  gallent  graduates 
and  former  cadets  who  have  served  as  officers 
with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  does 
not  need  to  be  recited.  The  worth  of  the  Citadel 
to  the  State  cannot  be  measured  but  it  is  a 
source  of  the  highest  encouragement  to  realize 
that  the  people  of  South  Carolina  have  come 
to  knew  the  Citadel  as  it  is,  and  that  they 
are  prepared  to  give  it  that  support  which  it 
must  have  in  order  to  continue  performance 
of  its  mission — to  produce  citizens  of  character 
and   of  absolute  loyalty. 
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ASSOCIATION   OF   GRADUATES 


The  present  officers  of  the  Association  of 
Graduates  of  The  Citadel  are :  Mr.  0.  G. 
Dwight,  Charleston,  S.  C,  President ;  and  Mr. 
S.    Reid,    Charleston,    S.    C,    Secretary. 

Active  members  pay  dues  of  two  dollars  a 
year.  Life  membership,  granting  full  privileges 
and  exempting  all  dues,  are  declared  on  the 
payment  of  twenty-five  dollars  in  one  sum. 
This  latter  feature  is  expected  by  the  officers 
to  become  very  popular  with  alumni.  It  is 
equivalent  to  paying  dues  for  about  eighteen 
years. 

As  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  two  things 
of  importance  were  done  by  the  Association 
during  the  year  1921.  In  order  to  have  all 
the  members  of  the  Graduating  Class  present 
at  one  meeting  before  they  scattered,  the  Associa- 
tion decided  to  hold  the  Annual  Banquet  on  the 
night  before  Com^mencement,  and  to  invite  the 
Graduating  Class  to  be  present.  It  was  also 
decided  that  the  members  of  the  Class  will 
be  members  of  the  Association  for  one  year 
without  payment  of  any  dues ;  thereafter,  they 
will  pay  dues  as  do  other  members.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  these  innovations  will  go  far  toward 
increasing  interest  in    the  Association. 

All  graduates  and  cadets  who  have  been  hon- 
orably discharged  or  who  have  ben  permitted 
to  retire  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the  As- 
sociation of  Graduates.  Membership  in  the  As- 
socaition  is  a  duty  every  alumni  owes  to  his 
alma  mater.  All  Citadel  men  know  that  The 
Citadel,  in  its  class,  is  not  surpassed  by  any 
military  college  in  the  United  States.  With 
a  strong  alumni  Association,  The  Citadel  can 
be  helped  to  even  a  loftier  position.  Officers 
of  the  Association  are  striving  to  triple  the 
membership  before  the  next  annual  meeting, 
and  they  assert  that  their  prospects  are  very 
good.

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MILITARY 

There  is  little  need  to  say  anything  about 
military  work  at  The  Citadel.  The  old  boys 
know  almost  if  not  fully  as  much  about  it  as 
the  writer ;  and  the  new  student  vnll  learn  all 
that  he  cares  to  know  about  it  very  soon  after 
his  arrival.  However,  there  are,  perhaps,  a  few 
facts  of  interest  which  the  new  student  may 
especially  appreciate. 

First,  and  foremost,  let  it  be  said  that,  the 
Citadel  is,  and  has  been  ever  since  the  present 
method  of  rating  the  colleges  came  into  vogue, 
rated  as  a  Distinguished  Military  College,  which 
is  the  highest  possible  rating.  Every  cadet 
will  give  his  best  to  keep  the  school  with  its 
present  rating. 

The  Infantry  unit  offers  such  training  as 
to  develop  a  raw  recruit  into  an  efficient  officer. 
The  training  in  the  Coast  Artillery  unit  is  equal- 
ly efficient.  Commissions  from  both  units  are 
given  to  cadets  upon  their  graduation,  if  they  so 
desire. 

Proof  of  the  military  dicipline  and  training 
here  is  shown  by  the  records  made  at  summer 
camps  by  Citadel  Cadets,  where  they  have  been 
thrown  with  representatives  from  colleges  all 
over  the  country.  Every  year  each  unit,  at  their 
respective  camps,  has  received  highest  praise 
for  their  work,  and  last  year,  the  infantry 
unit  was  awarded  a  gold  band  to  be  placed 
on  the  staff  of  the  National  Colors,  for  being 
the  best  trained  men  at  Camp  Knox,  Ky.  The 
Citadel  has  been  represented  at  Plattsburg,  N. 
Y.,  Camp  Lee,  Va.,  Camp  Jackson,  S.  C,  Fort 
Monroe,  Ya.,   and  Camp   Knox,   Ky. 

So,  with  such  records  behind  us,  it  behoves 
the  present  cadets  and  all  future  cadets  to  give 
their  level  best  in  order  that  this  high  stand- 
ard of  effciency  may  not  be  lowered,  but  by 
a  super-effort  be  raised. 

It  IS  with  this  resolution,  to  be  the  best 
or  nothing,  that  we  will  enter  our  new  quarters 
at  Hampton  Park  next  session ;  and  so,  with  such 
determination  and  effort  of  each  cadet,  the 
future  Citadel  will  indeed  be  The  Greater 
Citadel.

THE  RIFLE  RANGE 

Each  year  the  corps  goes  into  encampment 
for  two  weeks  on  the  rifle  range  at  Mount  Pleas- 
ant, while  over  there  every  cadet  has  a  chance 
to  demonstrate  his  ability  to  shoot,  and  those 
show  any  aptitude  at  all  fire  the  IJ.  S.  Army 
course. 

Last  year,  out  of  the  one  hundred  eighty 
men  who  shot  the  record  course,  sixteen  were 
qualified  as  Expert  Riflemen,  thirty-three  as 
Sharpshooters  and  seventy-one  as  Marksmen, 
Cadet  Gramling  made  the  highest  individual 
score  and  will  accordingly  be  awarded  the 
Marksman's  medal  for  the   year  1922. 

After  the  encampment  a  series  of  elimination 
contests  is  held,  those  men  who  shot  best 
competing,  to  determine  the  personnel  of 

The  Rifle  Team 

Last  year  that  The  Citadel  Rifle  Team  was 
accorded  the  distinction  of  representing  the 
State  of  South  Carolina  in  the  National  Rifle 
matches.  These  matches  were  held  at  Camp 
Perry,  0.,  and  assembled  there  were  rifle  and 
pistol  teams,  as  well  as  individual  marksmen, 
from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

The  Citadel  Team,  consisting  of  Maj.  L.  S. 
Le  Tellier,  Captain,  and  Cadets  Asbill,  Perry, 
James,  H.,  Evarts,  Ende,  Gasque,  Fuller,  B., 
Barnwell,  Byrd,  and  Gramling  did  excellent 
work  in  a  number  of  competitions.  Perry  and 
Asbill  finished  first  and  second  respectively, 
on  the  Citadel  team  in  the  National  Team  Match, 
while  Barnwell,  Byrd,  Fuller  and  Evarts  star- 
red in  the  individual  matches. 
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MEDALS  AND  DECORATIONS 

"Star   of   the   West"    Medal. 

Each  year  the  Corps  of  Cadets  holds  a  com- 
petive  drill  in  the  manual  of  arms  for  the 
"Star  of  the  West"  Medal,  a  handsome  trophy 
presented  to  the  institution  many  years  ago 
by  Dr.  H.  B.  Teague,  a  veteran  of  the  War 
between  the  States.  This  medal  gets  its  name 
from  a  piece  of  wood,  in  the  shape  of  a  star, 
taken  from  the  historic  vessel.  Last  year  the 
medal  was  won  by  Cadet  Sergeant  Frost. 
The  "Willson  Ring" 

This  ring,  donated  each  year  by  Mr.  John 
0.  WlUson,  President  of  Lander  College,  is 
awarded  to  the  member  of  the  Senior  Class, 
voted  by  his  classmates  "the  purest,  most  cour- 
teous, and  most  manly"  cadet  in  his  class.  Last 
3  ear  this  ring  was  awarded  to  Cadet  John  S. 
Lewis. 

The  Scholarship  Medal 

This  medal  is  yearly  awarded  to  that  member 
of  the  Senior  Class  who  has  made  the  highest 
average  during  his  four  years  at  the  Citadel. 
Cadet  Harry  M.  Arthur  won  this  medal  last 
year. 

The  "W.   C.  White"  Medal 

This  medal  is  donated  annually  by  Mr.  W.  C. 
White,  '02,  and  is  presented  to  the  captain  of 
the  prize  company.  Last  year  Captain  C.  A. 
Witsell,  Co.  "C,"  won  this  medal. 

The   members   of  the   prize   company   are    also 
permitted   to    wear   on   the    left   sleeve    of   their 
Full- Dress   Uniform,    a  three   inch   bar   of   gold 
braid. 
The   "James   Hill  Holmes,   Jr."   Medal 

Presented  annually  by  Mrs.  J.  H.  Holmes,  Jr., 
to  the  captain  of  Co]3ipany  "A",  in  memory 
of  her  husband,  who  was  Captain  of  Company 
"A"  during  his  Senior  year  at  The  Citadel. 
Captain  Holmes  was  killed  in  Prance  in  1918. 
This  medal  was  awarded  last  year  to  Cadet 
John  S.  Lewis. 

The  Marksman's  Medal 

Awarded  annuallV  to  the  Cadet  who  makes 
the  highest  score  on  the  rifle  range ;  won  by 
Cadet  Prost,   last  year. 
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PUBLICATIONS 


You  are  now  reading  the  "Palmetto,",  which 
is  published  annually  at  the  beginning  of  the 
academic  year,  and  presented  to  all  students* 
free  of  charge.  TJiis  book  gives  a  brief  glimpse 
into  the  lives  of  the  Cadets,  as  well  as  servinc 
as  a  notebook  designed  for  their  use. 

The  "Bulletin,"  a  quarterly  publication  of 
the  Association  of  Graduates,  keeps  the  Grad- 
uates and  ex-cadets  informed  of  the  principal 
transactions  at  the  college,  besides  containing 
many  notes  of  interest  about  the  Alumni. 

The  "SPHINX,"  published  by  the  Corps  of 
Cadets  annually,  contains  a  complete  account  of 
the  activities  of  the  college,  and  much  matter 
of  general  interest  to  the  cadets.

Polytechnic 

The  rolytechnic  Literary  Society  accomplished 
more  work  last  session  than  in  many  of  the 
preceeding  years.  Due  to  the  World  War  there 
has  been  a  lull  in  the  activities  of  both  our 
societies,  but  the  accomplishments  of  last  year 
did.  a  great  deal  to  bring  them  back  to  pre-war 
standards.

AWARD  OF  LETTERS 


The  privilege  of  wearing  the  official  letters 
of  the  Athletic  Association  is  awarded  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  coaches  as  follows : 

The  football  letter  is  awarded  to  not  more 
than  fifteen  men  (exclusive  of  the  manager)  ; 
l)rovided,  however,  that  no  player  shall  receive 
a  letter  unless  he  has  played  in  either  the  game 
with  Clemson  College  or  the  University  of  South 
Carolina.  The  Football  letter  is  a  plain  block 
C,  nine  inch'^s  high  by  eight  inches  Avide,  the  in- 
terior dimensions  being  six  inches  by  five  inches. 


The  Baseball  letter  is  av/arded  as  above, 
except  that  no  more  than  thirteen  players  (ex- 
clusive of  the  manager's)  may  be  awarded  in 
any  season.  The  Baseball  letter  is  a  plain  block 
C,  six  inches  high  by  eight  inches  wide,  the  in- 
terior dimensions  being  three  inches  by  five 
inches. 

The  Basketball  letter  is  awarded  as  above 
except  that  not  more  than  seven  letters  (ex- 
clusive of  the  manager's)  may  be  awarded  in 
any  season.  The  Basketball  letter  is  a  plain 
block  C,  eight  inches  high  by  six  inches  wide, 
the  interior  dimensions  being  five  inches  by  three 
inches 


The  Track  letter  is  awarded  as  above  to  any 
cadet  who  represents  the  Citadel  in  the  majority 
of  the  meets  participated  in  during  the  season. 
The  Track  letter  is  a  plain  block  C,  four  inches 
high  by  six  inches  wide,  the  interior  dimen- 
sions being  two  inches  by  four  inches. 


The  Relay  letter  is  awarded  to  any  cadet  who 
competes  in  the  annual  Charleston  Summerville 
Relay  Race  for  three  years.  The  Relay  letter 
is   the    same   as   the   Track  letter   with   the   ad- 
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dition  of  a  eight  and  half-inch  arrow  running 
diagonally  through  the  C. 

The  Swimming  letter  is  awarded  to  any  cadet 
who  represents  the  Citadel  in  the  majority  of 
meets  participated  in  during  the  season.  The 
Swimming  letter  is  a  plain  block  C,  six  inches 
high  by  four  inches  wide,  the  interior  dimen- 
sions being  four  inches  by  two  inches.

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FOOTBALL  1921. 


Prtparatory  to  the  raising  of  the  curtain  on 
the  football  season  of  1921,  Coach  Harry 
O'Brien  faced  a  difficult  task  in  moulding  an 
eleven  to  carry  the  banner  of  the  Blue  and 
White  for  the  coming  season,  having  lost  eight 
men  through  graduation.  On  September  12th 
candidates  for  the  team  assembled  and  prac- 
tice was   begun. 

After  hard  work  the  eleven  was  brought 
around  into  shape  for  the  first  game  with  the 
Marines,  who  were  swamped  43  to  0.  The 
first  college  game  was  with  Wofford  and  in  this 
game  we  emerged  victorious  by  a  score  of  28 
to  0.  The  team,  though  having  no  great  amount 
of  avoirdupois,  showed  flashes  of  speed  and 
the  same  old  fight  that  all  Citadel  teams  have 
been  noted  for.  ^ 

The  game  most  worthy  of  mention  was  the 
Clemson  game  at  Orangeburg,  in  which  the 
Bulldog  and  Tiger,  in  a  cloud  of  dust  on  the 
gridiron,  were  in  a  7-7  deadlock  at  the  final 
toot  of  the  timekeeper's  whistle.  The  Tiger 
greatly  outweighed  the  Bulldog,  and  it  was  pre- 
dicted that  they  would  win  by  a  large  score, 
but  the  game  little  Bulldog  fought  as  he  had 
never  fought  before  and  killed  the  Tiger's  hopes 
of   an   easy    victory.

INTRODUCTION 


The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  present  to 
those  interested  in  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  of  The  Citadel,  Perhaps  the  best 
way  to  convey  to  the  reader  the  part  which 
the  Association  now  plays  in  Citadel  life  is  to 
contrast  the  Association  as  it  is  to-day  with  the 
Association  as  it  was  just  two  years  ago.  And, 
lest  is  be  thought  that  the  Citadel  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
in  1920  was  far  below  par,  let  it  be  declared 
that  the  Association's  efforts  during  the  session 
of  1919-20  had  obtained  for  it  then  more  res- 
pect in  the  eyes  of  the  students  than  had  been 
accorded  it  since  the  departure  of  part  time 
Secretary    Secrest    in   the   Spring   of   1916. 

This  is  a  picture  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association  of  the  Citadel  in  the  Spring  of 
1920.  It  was  an  organization  of  students,  with 
the  usual  officers.  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer.  There  were  no  active 
committees,  and  no  organized  Cabinet  or  Ad- 
visory Council.  Such  committees  as  there  were 
existed  in  name  only.  The  program  of  the 
Association  consisted  of  a  religious  service  held 
in  chapel  every  Sunday  night.  If  thirty-five 
students  attended,  it  was  a  large  meeting.  A 
very  sympathetic,  but  overworked,  Secretary 
of  the  City  Association  assisted  by  frequently 
securing  speakers  for  these  Sunday  night  meet- 
in>'-s  In  the  social  rooms  a  nlayer-niano  and 
a  Victrola;  also  several  billiard  tables;  but  un- 
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fortunately  these  articles  were  all  loo  frequently 
out  of  repair,  nor  was  there  money  or  man  to 
correct  this  condition.  Such  influence  was  not 
potent  enough  to  have  much  effect. 


One  splendid  thing  the  Association  did  ac- 
complish. With  the  very  active  assistance  of 
Mr.  J.  E.  Johnson,  State  Student  Secretary,  and 
the  cooperation  of  the  college  President,  four 
students,  inclding  the  retiring  and  the  newly 
elected  Associcttion  Presidents,  represented  the 
Citadel  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  at  the  great  Des  Moines 
Student  Volunteer  Convention  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. At  this  Convention  the  retiring  president 
hecame  a  Student  Volunteer  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. Later  in  the  spring  of  1920  one  other 
student  of  the  Citadel  also  chose  this  as  his 
life  work.  The  decision  reached  by  these  two 
students  proved  to  he  the  most  significant  and 
important  event  in  the  history  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  of  The  Citadel  in 
the  period  from  the  fall  of  1916  to  the  summer 
of    1920. 


In  the  fall  of  1920,  V.  A.  Crawford,  Citadel 
1920,  took  up  the  work  as  Student  Secretary  of 
the  Charleston  Association.  In  this  year  the 
work  at  The  Citadel  began  to  develop  and  in 
the  fall  of  1921,  the  State  having  appropriated 
the  necessary  funds,  Mr.  Crawford  began  work 
at  the  Citadel  as  the  first  full  time  Y.  M.  C. 
A.  Secretary, 


To-day  the  Young  Men's  Cliristian  Associa- 
tion of  The  Citadel  is  the  most  influential  student 
organization  in  the  College.  No  one  would  say 
that  its  organization  is  perfected;  no  one  would 
claim  that  all  the  students  are  interested  in 
the  program  which  i  is  promoting.  Yet  its 
Christian  influence  vitally  affects  every  -^.adet 
at  The  Citadel. 
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It    is    distinctively    a    religious    organization. 

While  its  activities  are  various.  Association 
leaders  are  agreed  that  the  purpose  of  its  exis- 
tence is  not  to  promote  social,  and  athletic, 
and  similar  activities,  but  to  develop  in  The 
Citadel  a  Christian  atmosphere  and  Christan 
n-anhood.  Wl  en  t  fails  to  'nake  these  its  chief 
concern,  it  has  little  excuse  for  further  exis- 
tence. 

The  position  w^hicii  the  Association  now  oc- 
cupies, and  an  inspection  of  the  work  which  it 
is  doing,  justifies  the  conclusion,  especially  since 
it  is  the  only  religious  organization  in  the  Col- 
lege which  is  daily  exerting  a  Christian  in- 
fluence on  the  students,  that  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
has  won  the  right  to  be  considered  as  essential 
to  the  development  of  the  student's  character 
as  the  military  and  acadei  lic  departments  of 
the  college  are  essential  to  the  development  of 
his  body  and  brain. 

As  you  read  these  following  pages  you  will 
undoubtedly  find  room  to  criticise.  It  will  be 
Oiily  fair  therefore,  to  keep  in  mind  the  picture 
of  this  same  Associatio.i  scarcely  two  yoars 
ago.  Only  if  this  be  done  can  one  catch 
the  significance  of  the  report  which  follows  :

ment of  the  Y.  M  C.  A.  fee  of  $3.00  ner  year 
which  is  like  ihe  athletic  fee,  a  part  of  the'  col- 
lege expenses,  all  students  enjoy  membership  in 
the  college  association,  and  have  access  to  the 
various  activities  which  the  .Association  pro- 
motes. 

Secretary  The  General  Secretary  has  had 

supervision  over  all  the  work.  He  has  secured 
speakers,  organized' and  outlined  study  courses, 
spoken  at  several  of  the  meetings,  organized 
and  supervised  committees,  visited  students  in 
barracks,  received  and  disbursed  funds,  assisted 
m  the  publication  of  the  Handbooks,  sought  to 
train  student  leaders  and  develop  student  initia- 
tive, and  attended  to  the  numerous  details  of 
the  work  which  it  was  impossible  for  student 
leaders  to  handle. 


Through  it  all  he  has  sought  to  kep  in  the 
background  and  to  foster  and  carry  on  the  work 
through  natural  student  channels.  Only  by  so 
doing  could  effective  and  lasting  results  be  ex- 
pected and  achieved. 

And  here  the  Secretary  wishes  to  pay  the 
highest  possible  tribute  to  F.  R.  McAlister  and 
R  M  Lyon,  the  old  and  the  new  Presidents  of 
tlie  Association,  to  H.  N.  Heckle  and  W.  H. 
McCorkle,  the  Canteen  Managers,  and  to  all 
the  members  of  the  Cabinet  for  their  willing- 
ness to  work  and  to  aid  the  work  in  every 
possible  way,  also  to  express  to  express  his 
sincere  appreciation  of  the  interest  in  the  As- 
sociation's program,  and  the  real  help  given, 
by  the  Collelge  President,  Col.  0.  J.  Bond,  by 
the  Quartermaster,  Maj.  E.  M.  Tiller,  by  the 
Crnimandant,  Captain  J.  C.  Hutson ;  and  others. 
It  is  largely  because  of  this  increasing  spirit 
of  cooperation  that  our  extensive  program  has 
been   possible. 

m  ACTIVITIES 

Preliminary  Work.  Prior  to  the  opening  of 
the  College  these  activities  were  emphasized: 
A  handbook  was  published  and  mailed  to  all  new 
s-udenis — copies  were  distributed  to  old  students 
after  ibe  open^'ng  of  College ;  letters  of  welcome, 
and  affiliate  church  membership  blanks  were 
sent  to  old  and  new  cadets;  committees  were 
organized  to  meet  new  cadets  at  the  station  and 
welcome  them  to  the  College;  and  the  canteen 
was  made  ready  for  service. 
Distinctively  Religious  Activities 
Bible  and  Organized  Study  Courses.  Some 
work  had  been  done  along  this  line  last  year, 
but  the  work  this  session  is  the  first  attempt 
to  carry  on  this  work  extensively.  A  splendid 
beginning  has  been  made  :  future  years  should 
see  the  interest  in,  and  the  effectiveness  of,  this 
work  constantly  increase.  Up  to  the  present 
time,   three   courses   have  been   offered. 

The  first,  "Jesus  and  His  Cause,"  a  study  of 
the  Gospel  according  to  Mark,  was  a  ten  week 
course.  Four  groups  met  weekly,  the  average 
total  attendance  being  thirty-six,  or  eighty-five 
percent  of  the  total  enrollment.  In  this  course 
student    leadership    was    effectively    used. 
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The  second,  "Some  Fundamentals  of  Christ- 
ianity," was  six  weeks  lecture  course,  with  op- 
portunitj-  for  discussions,  led  by  a  local  minis- 
ter. Rev.  J.  W.  Hickman,  Pastor  of  the  Second 
Presbyterian  Church.  This  instructive  and  in- 
teresting course  reached  at  least  fifty-seven 
students.  Thirty-two  was  the  average  number 
present 


The  third  was  a  brief  course,  four  lectures, 
with  opportunity  for  questions,  on  "Sex  Hy- 
giene." This  course  was  led  by  an  aggressively 
Christian  leader,  a  student  in  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  South  Carolina.  Over  one  hundred 
thirty  students  attended  these  meetings,  one 
hundred  and  five  being  the  average  number 
present. 


The  present  program  calls  for  three  six  week 
courses,  to  be  offered  simultaneously,  before 
the  close  of  school.  Thecourses  are :  "Inter- 
Racial  Studies" ;  "The  Sword  and  the  Cross" ; 
or  Christianity  versus  War ;  and  "Unfinished 
Business,"  a  study  of  our  Home  Mission  Fields. 


Morning  Watch.  This  short,  daily  prayer 
meeting,  begun  last  spring,  has  grown  till  an  av- 
erage of  forty-five  students  meet  in  three  groups, 
and  experience  in  their  daily  life  the  value 
of  giving  the  first  part  of  the  day  to  prayer 
and  fellowship  with    God. 


Sunday  Night  Meetings.  Inspirational  reli- 
gious services  are  held  every  Sunday  night. 
Local  ministers,  and  other  speakers,  special 
meetings,  and  special  music,  attract  meetings 
with  an  average  attendance  of  eighty  students. 
Just  contrast  this  with  two  years  ago,  when 
irregular  meetings  brought  out  audiences  averag- 
ing  only   thirty. 


Church  Relationships.  This  year,  as  never 
before,  Citadel  students,  because  of  the  efforts 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  have  been  closely  connocted 
with  the  Charleston  Churches.  Instead  of  rotat- 
ing among  the  churches  as  in  former  years, 
students  nov^^  regularly  attend  the  church  of 
which  they  are  a  member ;  approximately  eighty 
cadets  have  taken  out  alfiliate  church  member- 
ships ;  nearly  fifty  enrolled  to  attend  Sunday 
Schools ;  and  a  number  are  active  leaders  in 
young  people's  work. 

Deputation  Worlc.  Ten  or  more  students  have 
been,  and  are,  active  in  special  and  regular 
meetings  of  Christian  Endeavor  Societies,  Bap- 
tist Young  People's  Unions,  Luther  Leagues, 
and  in  the  schools  and  colleges  in  the  city. 
Lifework  Guidance  and  Recruiting.  At  spec- 
ial and  regular  meetings,  such  topics  as,  "The 
Choice  of  a  Vocation,"  ''The  Challenge  of  For- 
eign Missions."  "Medicine,  as  a  Lifework,"  etc., 
have  been  forcefully  presented ;  helpful  litera- 
ture has  been  distributed;  and  personal  inter- 
views  arranged. 

Christian  Work  Recruits.  The  Young  Mens 
Christian  Association's  work  has,  in  the  past, 
two  and  one-half  years,  been  instrumental  in 
leading  six  Citadel  students  to  decide  to  become 
Foreign  Missionaries ;  and  three  others  to  enter 
the  Ministry,  or  other  Christian  work.  Five  of 
these  decisions  have  occured  since  the  close  of 
the  1920-21   session. 

EDUCATIONAL  WORK 

Bulletin  Boards.  In  the  Social  Rooms  are 
are  three  bulletin  boards,  which,  in  addition 
to  informing  the  cadets  of  the  local  program, 
form  a  part  of  the  educational  work  of  the 
Association.  By  means  of  posters,  photographs, 
notices,  and  extracts  from  interesting  articles, 
news  of  the  "Y"  work  in  local  and  foreign 
fields,  missionary  needs  and  activities,  and  in- 
formation concerning  our  summer  conference 
at  Blue  Ridge,  N.  C,  is  presented  to  all  who 
care  to  read.  To  prevent  the  news  from  be- 
coming stale,  the  Committee  in  charge  of  these 
Bulletin  boards  posts  fresh  material  twice  each 
week. 
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Delegations.  Giving  students  world  vision 
tlirough  inspiring  Christian  conferences  is  a 
fundamental  part  of  our  w^ork.  Including  the 
Student  Secretary,  nine  Citadel  men  attended 
the  Southern  Y.  M,  C.  A,  Student  Conference 
at  Blue  Ridge,  N.  C,  last  summer,  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  work  this  year.  This  spring  four- 
teen cadet  leaders  attended  the  South  Carolina 
Student  Volunteer  Conference  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions at  Columbia ;  and  in  March  four  dele- 
gates attended  the  State  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Conference, 
also  held  at  Columbia.  Ae  delegation  to  at- 
tend Blue  Ridge  this  summer  is  now  being  re- 
cruited. 

Church  Boards.  In  order  that  life  work 
literature  might  be  sent  to  them,  the  names  of 
some  fifty-five  selected  students  have  been  sent 
in  to  the  Educational  Department  of  a  Foreign 
Mission   Board. 

SOCIAL  SERVICE   WORK 

Handibook.  In  the  last  six  years  four  Hand- 
books have  been  published  by  the  Citadel  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  Every  student  receives  a  free  copy 
of  the  Handbook.  Each  issue  is  a  small  cyclo- 
pedia of  information  concerning  The  Citadel. 
The  ''Palmetto,"  as  it  is  named,  is  of  great 
value  to  every  student,  but  especially  is  it 
valuable  to  the  new  student  to  whom  in  in- 
troduces, as  do  few  catalogs,  the  College.  The 
fifth,  1922-1923,  Volume  of  the  "Palmetto"  is 
now  being  prepared  for  publication. 

Hospital.  A  recently  developed  department  of 
the  Social  Service  program  of  the  Citadel  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  is  the  Hospital  Committee.  It  is  the 
duty  of  this  committee,  composed  of  fourtesn 
men,  to  visit  daily  students  sick  in  the  Hospital, 
and  to  help  them  in  any  way  possible. 
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Tutoring.  Ti^toring  is  a  very  recent  part  of 
the  Associatio.'i  program.  A  committee  of  twenty- 
six  leading  students  was  organized  just  prior 
to  the  March  examinations.  These  tutors  de- 
voted two  hundred  fourteen  and  one-half  hours 
to  helping  one  hundred  seven  cadets,  who  wanted 
this  coaching  in  French,  Mathematics,  Physics, 
Chemistry,  English,  Surveying,  and  Artillery. 
So  helpful  was  the  work  of  this  committee  that 
special  classes  meeting  weekly,  are  to  be 
organized  to  help  those  who  request  it. 

CANTEEN 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Canteen.  A  cadet  canteen,  opera- 
ted by  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association, 
M^as  installed  in  the  1920-1921  session.  At  the 
end  of  the  session  it  was  discovered  to  be  badly 
in  debt.  Assuming  this  as  a  loss  the  As- 
sociation has  operated  the  canteen  again  this 
year.  With  very  careful  management  the  can- 
teen has  this  year  avoided  a  repitition  of  last 
years  misfortune,  while  at  the  same  time  serv- 
ing the  students  with  greater  efficiency.  Any 
profits  derived  from  the  canteen  are  expended 
for  the  good  of  the  students  through'  the  various 
activities  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 

SOCIAL 

Social  Activities.  Cooperating  with  ihe  Col- 
lege authorities,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  assists  in  in- 
troducing the  new  student  to  the  Citadel  life 
on   "College    Night." 

This  year  the  Association  has  also  co-operated 
with  the  churches  along  social  lines,  with  the 
result  that  the  cadets  were  given  "Welcome" 
socials  by  sevens  of  the  City  churches.  Smaller 
social  affairs,  to  which  students  were  invited, 
have  been  given  throughout  the  year ;  and  In  at 
least  one  church,  the  Association's  efforts  have 
introduced  a  number  of  cadets  into  pleasant 
Charleston  homes. 
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At  the  Citadel,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  has  the  use 
of  three  rooms  which  are  known  as  the  "Social 
Eooms,"  or  the  "Y.  M.  C.  A.  rooms."  Though 
lacking  much  needed  equipment  in  the  way  of 
chairs,  couches,  etc.,  thoy  are  equipped  with 
a  piano,  victrola,  three  billard  tables,  checkers 
and  magazines,  and  are  greatly  used  by  the" 
cadets.  The  canteen  also  is  located  in  one  of 
these    rooms. 

The  Association,  after  the  first  Bible  Study 
course,  gave  a  supper  to  the  group  of  cadets 
who  attended  one  hundred  per  cent  of  the  meet- 
ings. 

"Y"   ON  THE   RANGE 

Encanipment.  When  in  April  the  Corps  went 
to  the  Rifle  Range  near  Mount  Pdeasant,  S.  C, 
for  the  annual  encampment,  with  them  also 
went  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associaion. 
One  of  the  buildings  was  secured  for  Asocia- 
tioji  Headquarters.  And  in  it  the  regular 
Sunday  night  service  was  held,  and  the  Morn- 
ing Watch  group  met  daily  for  prayer.  Here 
also  were  placed  game  boards,  writing  materials, 
magazines  and  copies  of  the  daily  paper,  while 
the  victrola  and  piano  were  on  hand  for  those 
musically  inclined.  Near  this  building  two 
vGllyball  nets  were  placed,  and  this  sport,  in- 
troduced for  the  first  time,  proved  immensely 
popular.  The  canteen,  too,  was  very  much  in 
evidence  and  rendered  yeoman  service. 


CITY   Y.    M.   C.   A. 

Connection  with  City  "Y",  Through  the  co- 
operation of  the  City  Association  and  the  special 
efforts  of  the  Citadel  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  at  the  low 
cost  of  $2.00  per  man,  about  ninety-nine  per 
cent  of  the  student  body  have  membershi])S  in 
the  City  Association.  This  membership  affords 
every  student  the  privilege  of  the  City  Associa- 
tion's tennis  courts,  swimming  pool,  etc.,  whi.^h 
the    College    at   present    lacks. 
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ATHLETIC  ACTIVITIES 
Athletics.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  Athletic  Com- 
mittee is  eadeavoring  to  foster  mass  athletics  ^or 
students  until  the  Athletic  Association  takes 
over  the  work.  Vollyball  was  introduced  with 
great  success  on  the  Rifle  Range,  and  in  inter- 
company swimming  meet,  a  tennis  tournament, 
and  games  for  the  Citadel's  annual  Picnic,  v/ill 
complete  the  program  for  the  present  season. 

SPECIAL   CAMPAIGN    REPORT 

Campaign  Fund.  In  the  spring  of  1921  r. 
financial  campaign  was  put  on  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  morey  for  foreign  work — especially 
for  the  relief  of  China's  famine  sufferers — for 
home  work,  etc.  The  goal  set  was  $750.00. 
Over  $1000.00  was  pledged  by  students  and 
faculty  :  but  only  $615.15  was  paid  in,  and  this 
at  such  dates  that,  in  disbursing  it,  only  the 
general  cause  for  which  it  was  raised  could 
be  considered.  This  therefore  was  done.  The 
report   follows  :

IV.  THE  OUTLOOK. 

Everything  considered,  the  outlook  for  the 
future  is  hopeful.  Even  though  handicapped  by 
lack  of  resources,  so  great  a  start  has  been 
made  this  year  that  it  will  be  nothing  less  than 
a  tragedy  if  this  work  is  not  properly  sup- 
ported. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  present  Secretary 
is  resigning  to  prepare  for  the  Ministry  and  the 
Foreign  Mission  field.  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  last  Legislature  threateied  the  abolition 
of  this  work  in  The  Citadel  by  decreasing  the 
appropriation  from  eighteen  hundred  to  five 
hundred  dollars,  every  effort  must  be  made  to 
make  sure  that  the  work  thus  begun  may  go 
on. 

This  is  doubly  important  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  this  next  session  the  cadets  will  be  m  the 
New  Citadel,  much  more  removed  than  at 
present  from  the  centers  of  religious  as  well 
as  material  activities. 

The  student's  interests  must  be  cared  for 
along  every  line.  That  their  religious  needs 
can  be  met  only  by  some  distinctively  religious 
organization  of  the  students,  such  as  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association,  is  evident.  And, 
therefore,  to  the  end  that  these  needs  may  be 
adequately  met  the  leaders  of  the  Association 
are  planning  to  organize  a  Board  of  Directors 
who  will  see  t»  it  that  a  Secretary  is  secured 
and  the  worK  properly  carried  on.  Obstacles  ore 
in  the  way,  but  they  can  be  overcome.  For 
the  present  and  ultimate  good  of  The  Citadol  and 
the  men  who  attend  it,  they  must  be,  with 
the  continued  cooperaion  of  all  interested  and 
the  help  of  God,  overcome  they  shall   De  !
